pass. 

Baugh completed twenty-one 
out of thirty-four passes for 364 
yards to run his total number of 
completed aerials in eleven years 
of league play to 1,013. 

After Muha had booted his field 
goal in the first period, the Eagles 
traveled sixty-two yards for their 
opening touchdown with Pete 
Pihos, first year end from Indiana 
University, catching a nineteen- 
yard pass from Tommy Thompson 
for the score. 


The Redskins lost no time tak- 


ing command in the second period 
as Baugh passed twenty-five yards 
to Bob Nussbaumer for a score 
and then sixty-two yards to Tay- 
lor for his 1,000th completed 
aerial.
